It  is  not  possible  to  establish  a  set  of  figures  and  arrive  at  a  total  on 
the  growth  of  spirituality  but  we  know  that  there  is  a  growing  awareness  on 
the  part  of  the  total  membership  of  this  churches'  responsibility  here  at 
home  and  in  the  world. 


Using  the  number  of  hours  dedicated  to  giving  a  l^Ctness  for  Christ  through 
our  very  successful  Evangelism  program  and  our  more  recent  Financial  and 
Stewardship  Campaign  as  a  means  of  measuring  progress,  the  only  conclusion 
is  that  a  new  awakening  is  taking  place  within  our  group. 

This  view  is  furthifcr  underlined  by  the  increased  at  attendance  in  the 
worship  services.  Beginning  in  September  we  will  really  begin  to  see  an 
increase.  However,  at  present  our  attendance  at  all  church  functions  is 
greater  than  it  has  been  during  the  past  sumriier  months. 

The  final  tabulations  will  not  be  made  for  many  years.    How  can  judge 
the  importance  of  the  church's  influence  on  the  life  of  a  child  enrolled  in 
the  Church  School  in  early  years;  or  on  a  youth,  following  the  example  of  his 
elders  around  1-iim,  surrendering  his  life  to  Christ;  or  one  of  mature  years  who 
makes  the  Good  Confession.    Although  I  would  not  suggest  that  God  is  a  keeper 
of  books  I  do  believe  that  men  who  sttive  to  do  His  will  and  walk  in  the  way  of 
His  Son  shall  receive  a  crown  of  righteousness.

This  accounting  for  the  $  33,000,00  is  the  Stewarclship  record  of  the 
Church  Board  as  they  sought  to  expend  and  use  the  monies  that  you  as 
individuals  and  families  have  dedicated  on  the  altar  of  God  to  Christ 
and  His  Church. 

Since  this  c ongregation  is  but  a  part  of  the  Church  Universal 
appro:ximately  one-fourth  of  these  funds  were  used  for  World  Outreach 
to  support  our  work,  the  work  of  Broad  Street  Christian  Church,  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  as  we  seek  to  bring  "peace  on  earth  and  good  will 
among  all  men." 

I'lay  we  therefore  dedicate  this  volumn  to  all  who  seek  to  join  in 
a  united  witness  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.

CHARACTERISTIC  BELIEFS 
OF  THE 
DISCIPI^S  OF  CHRIST 

The  Disciples  of  Christ,  along  with  other  Christians,  have  a  distinctive 
position  message  and  fellowship.    By  their  very  nature  they  have  never  adopted  .• 
any  official  doctrines  which  can  be  regarded  as  a  standard  of  orthodoxy.  However, 
there  are  certain  doctrinal  emphases  resulting  from, the  New  Testament  position 
which  liave  been  generally  recognized  and  prc^laimed.    The  following  characteristic 
beliefs  are  generally  accepted  and  understood  by  those  affiliated  with  what  is 
commonly  kno\,m  as  the  RESTORATION  MOVE^'Ei^IT,  which  emerged  from  the  ministry  and 
pronouncements  of  Barton  W.  Stone  in  IQO^  and  "The  Declaration  and  Address"  of 
Thomas  Campbell  in  I809, 

I 

A  NON-SECTARIAN  MOMENT 
FOR  CHRISTIAN  UNITI 
WITHIN  TH3  CHURCH 

The  affirmation  by  Thomas  Campbell  that  "the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  on  earth 
is  essentially,  intent iona3J.y  and  constitutionally  one"  was  a  protest  against  the 
sectarianism  which  had  divided  and  weakened  the  church.    This  movement,  however, 
was  more  than  a  protest.    It  presented  a  plea. and  a  plan  for  -unity  on  the  basis  of 
the  restoration  of  New  Testament  Christianity.    It  sho^/ed  that  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  Himself  as  the  risen  Lord  is  adequate  and  that  all  human  creeds  based  upon 
this  premise  are  superfluous  and  divisive  and  therefore  should  be  abandoned. 

It  is  true  that  this  movement  liias  Protestant  background  and  may  be  considered 
a  movement  within  Protestantism,    However,  as  Disciples  see  it.  Protestantism  in 
its  historical  development,  has  created  and  perpetuated  divisions  in  the  church  by 
adopting  human  creeds  and  systems  of  theology  as  conditions  of  follot^ship  within 
the  church. 

It  has  been  the  hope  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ  to  restore  the  spirit  of 
Christ  as  authority  instead  of  demanding  submission  to  councils ,  creeds  or 
ecclesiastical  hierarchies.    Therefore,  the  emphasis  goes  back  beyond  the  founding 
of  Protestantism  to  the  primitive  church  wherein  the  beliefs,  practices  and 
experiences  of  the  church  in  the  first  century  might  be  used  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  as  the  basis  for  the  reunion  of  Christians. 

Literally,  Disciples  of  Christ  believe: 

*The  church  was  founded  on  the  day  of  the  first  Pentecost, 

*The  church  has  no  other  foundation  than  Jesus  Christ, 

♦Christ  presumably  gave  His  apostles  instructions  as  to  the  nature  and 

structure  of  the  church, 
*The  New  Testament  records  that  which  represents  the  mind  of  Christ  and 

the  kind  of  fellowship  His  followers  should  establish  through  the 

centuries. 

The  Disciples  of  Christ  in  their  plea  for  Christian  unity  believe  that  this 
can  be  achieved  only  where  there  is  recognition  of  cominon  ground,  such  as  the  use. 
of  scriptural  names  with  which  to  designate  the  church;  the  practice  of  only  those 
ordinances  x^hich  are  round  in  the  New  Testament;  the  use  of  Peter's  Confession, 
"Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God,"  when  receiving  a  convert  into 
membership. 


CHAEACTERISTIC  BELIEFS 
(continu.cd) 


Because  of  the  insistence  upon  New  Tostamenf  names,  practices,  ordinances 
and  fellowship,  the  ^isciples  of  Chr^-st  hav:;  often  boon  misunderstood  and 
branded  as  legalists.    However,  thoy  have  always  granted  the  utmost  freedom  and 
diversity  of  opinion  with  respect  to  the  practical  application  of  organization, 
methods  of  doing  missionary  work  and  the  establishment  of  those  institutions  which 
will  implement  the  larger  outreaches  of  the  church, 

II  i 
THE  RESTORATION  PRBICIPLE 

The  Disciples  of  Christ  have  always  been  a  Bible  people.    It  is  their 
conviction  that  the  literature  of  the  New  and  Old  Testaments  presents  a  record 
and  revelation  leading  up  to  the  coming  of  Christ  and  flowering  out  in  His  birth, 
life,  death  and  resurrection.    The  New  Testament  is  regarded  as  the  final 
authority,  containing  the  authentic  word  regarding  the  chui'ch,  salvation  and  the 
Christian  life.    Disciples  seek  to  restore  the  church  to  its  unity,  purity,  and 
vitality  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament,    It  is  as  though  they  seek  to  restore 
a  lovely  picture,  encrusted  with  an  accumulation  of  material  which  has  distorted 
and  blurred  the  original  outlines.  . 

Disci ptles  are  certain  that  the  church  of  the  first  ceoitury,  as  described  in 
the  New  Testament,  was  near  enough  to  its  founder  to  bear  the  marks  of  those 
elements  which  were  considered  essential  for  all  time;  and  because  of  these  efforts 
the  church  can  only  achieve  its  unity  by  restoring  that  which  was  vital  to. the 
founder  and  to  the  Christians  who  had  first-hand  contact  with  the  apostles • 

It  should  be  rememberodt however,  that  restoration  is  a  means,  to  the  end  of 
unity  and  not  an  end  in  itself.    Furthermore,  in  restoring  the  New  Testament 
Church,  Disciple' scholars  have  been  careful  to  point  out  the  difference  between 
that  which  was  local,  temporary  and  expedient  from  that  which  is  universal, 
eternal  and  imperative. 


THE  NATURE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  nature  of  the  church,  as  regarded  by  the  Disciples,  embraces  the  following: 

♦The  church  is  primarily  a  company  of  Christians  in  fellowship  for  worship, 
counsel,  comfort  and  encouragement. 

*The  church  is  the  corporate  witness  to  the  faith  of  Christians  before  the 
world. 

♦The  church  provides  direction  for  the  Christian  life.    Its  actions  as  a 
deliberative  assembly  are  worthy  of  respect  but  are  never  allowed  to  . 
obstruct  the  right  of  free  thought  or  of  further  Christian  development. 

♦Each  congregation  is  autonomous  and  not  subject  to  any  council  or  other 
authority . 

♦Local  churches  may  engage  in  a  voluntary  association  for  worthy  Christian 
-purposes,  . 

♦Each  believer  or  church  member,  as  a  true  Protestant,  has  the  duty  and 
privilege  of  facing  his  personal  problems  and  his  spiritual  life  as  his 
own  pries't.    This  he  does  under  the  guidance  of  his  own  conscience  and 
due  regard  for  the  vasdom  and  convictions  of  his  fellow-members. 


CHARACTERISTIC  BELIEFS 
(continued) 

*Membership  in  the  cluirch  is  the  volirnatry  act  of  the  individual  who  bases  his 
faith  upon  the  evidence  revealed  in  the  New  Testament,    The  believer  accepts 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son  of  God  and  his  Savior  and  accepts  the  responsibilities 
revealed  in  the  Hew  Testament. 

♦Christ  is  the  builder,  foundation  and  head  of  the  church. 

♦Scriptural  names  are  preferred  as  designations  of  the  church  and  its  members. 
Local  najaes,  "Christian",  Church  of  Christ",  and  "Disciples  of  Chj:'ist"  are 
used  interchangeably.    Members  are  called  Christians,  disciples,  brethren, 
or  hy  any  other  scriptural  nejne.    The  term  "denomination"  is  rejected  in 
favor  of  such  terriis  as  "brotherhood,"  "fellowship",  and  "communion". 

♦Disciples  of  Christ  are  democratic  and  congregational.    The  state  and  national 
fellowship  of  the  church  is  organized  for  promotional,  educational,  benevolent 
and  iiiisGionary  purposed,  but  it  has  no  authority  over  the  local  church.  The 
local  church  with  its  board  is  the  governing  group.    There  is  no  pre-eminence 
of  clergy  over  laymen. 

IV  ' 
THE  SS^PLICITY  OF  CREED 

A  familiar  phrase  used  by  Disciples  of  Christ  is  "No  creed  but  Christ,"  this 
implies  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  and  recognized  no  creedal  authority  other  than  the 
New  Testament,    The  creeds  of  Christendom  are  drawn  from  the  fact  of  Christ  and 
His  teachings.    They  are  set  in  theological  or  abstract  terms  and  can  easily 
be  misinterpreted. 

The  believer,  however,  must  not  consider  the  simple  faith  in  Christ  as  the 
Son  of  God  as  a  creed  x\rithout  content  or  as  a  mere  intellecutual  affirmation. 
He  is  expected  to  become  a  life-long  student  of  the  meaning  of  his  simple 
statement  of  faith  that  he  may  know  the  length  and  breadth  and  height  and 
depth  of  Christ  as  the  Christian's  creed, 

V 

THE  CONVERSION  SXFERmCE 

One  of  the  most  divisive  factors  in  Christendom  centers  in  the  method  of 
becoming  a  Christian,    Barton       Stone  met  the  issue  of  extremists  who  insisted 
upon  conversion  by  election.    At  the  same  time  he  objected  to  others  who  thought 
that  conversion  ceme  by  a  sudden  experience.    This  was  an  attempt  to  combat 
extreme  emotionalism  in  conversion. 

Stone  came  forth  with  the  simple  formula  of  accepting  God's  grace  by  a  con~ 
fession  of  faith  based  upon  the  evidence  which  an  intelligent  man  could  understand 
and  accepc.    Tijis  exTjerience  by  his  own  ujiaided  efforts;  neither  can  God  save  him 
without  his  ojm  consent  and  cooperation.    Repentance  is  voluntary  and  is  the 
condition  of  receiving  God's  forgiveness. 

Thus,,  salvation  is  available  to  everyone,  not  to  an  elect  few,    Man  accepts 
Christ  of  his  ovm  free  will  through  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  facts 
about  Christ,  His  ch-^irch  and  His  I^ingdom,    He  may  or  may  not  have  an  emotional 
experience  in  doing  this,  but  he  has  an  abiding  satisfaction  in  that  he  is  born 
a  son  of  God  through  obedience.  "  ,

Disciples  of  Christ  believe  that  the  New  Testament  contains  two  ordinances: 
Christian  baptism  and  the  Lord*s  Supper. 

CHRIST M  BAPTISM 

Christian  baptism  is  the  dramatic  and  intelligent  act  of  a  saving  faith 
wherein  the  sinner  enters  into  a  fuller  redeerd.ng  experience  of  union  with  Christ, 
His  death,  burial  and  resurrect ion.    It  is  more  than  a  symbol  of  a  salvation 
previously  and  corapletely  experienced;  it  is  a  step  of  obedience  and  an  induction 
into  a  deep  spiritual  life. 

The  Disciples,  believing  that  immersion  was  the  universal  practice  of  the 
early  church,  have  insisted  on  that  form  of  baptism  for  membership  in  the  church. 
The  ordinance  of  baptism  typifies  the  deat^i,  burial,  and  res\irrection  of  Jesus 
Christ , 

THE  IX)RD«S  SUPPER 

The  Lord's  Supper  was  instituted  by  Christ  on  the  night  of  His  betrayal.  It 
was  observed  regularly  on  the  first  day  of  each  week  as  the  center  of  fellowship 
of  the  early  church.    The  ordinance  became  the-  center  of  their  fellowshi-n  and  was 
the  testimony  of  the  continued  presence  of  Christ  in  their  midst.    Therefore,  .the 
Disciples  of  Christ  observe  the  Lord's  Supper  upon  the  first  day  of  each  week. 
It  has  become  the  center  of  fellowships  worship  and  rocom^iitment  to  the  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ,  whom  they  believe  to  be  present  in  spirit  with  them  at  this 
appointed  time  and  place. 

The  Lord's  Table  is  not  regarded  as  being  under  the  authority  of  the  church, 
either  to  invite  or  debar,  but  it  is  graciously  spread  at  the  invitation  of  Christ 
and  the  scriptural  injunction  to  "let  each  man  examine  himself"  is  the  principle 
followed.    The  Disciples  practice  open  communion, 

HI 

THE  CHRISTIAl^I  LIKE 

Disciples  of  Christ  encourage  a  GROIaJING  faith.    There  is  a  place  for  'TDabes  in 
Christ,"  who  are  fed  TO.th  milk  and  not  with  meat,  but  no  one  expects  a  Disciple 
to  remain  a  babe.    As  soon  as  he  can  walk  alone  he  begins  to  engage  in  practical 
expressions  of  his  religion: 

*He  is  encouraged  to  obtain  a  Christian  education. 

*He  is  invited  to  think  on  the  practical  application  of  Christ  to  both 

personal  and  social  problems. 
♦He  is  challenged  to  have  a  concern  for  the  world  mission  of  the  church. 
*He  is  expected  to  engage  in  good  ^/orks  and  to  provoke  others  to  do  likewise. 
*He  is  expected  to  become  a  personal  evangelist. 

♦He  is  taught  the  Christian  attitude  toward  possession  and  encouraged  to 
practice  Christian  stewardship. 

The  Disciple  learns  that  the  possibilities  of  groxirth  are  as  endless  as  the 
days  given  in  xjhich  to  live  the  Christian  life.
